The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library has added 
new electronic databases to its e-resources collec- 
tion.

This collection of major Chi- 
nese scholarly works was origi- 
nal published by the Shang wu yin shu guan (The Com- 
mercial Press) in Shanghai from 1919 to 1936 in 504 
titles and 3,134 volumes. The works collected were pri- 
marily reprints of the rare Song (960-1279), Yuan (1260- 
1368), and Ming (1368-1644) editions, and were classi- 
fied according to the four recognized divisions of Chinese 
literature; namely, the Classics (#£), History (2), Philoso- 
phy (+), and Belles-lettres ($8). 


This electronic version of Si Bu Cong Kan that our library 
purchased represents the original collection in search- 
able full-text format with traditional Chinese characters. 
You can access this database from the staff workstation

includes 718 cases (EX), 
7168 volumes (#5), and 
1660 titles (#8). Also 
known as “Long Zang” 
HEAL, this collection of scriptures is recognized as one of 
the best Chinese Buddhist canons.

Liaoning Province, the film depicts the changes in the life 
of the manufacture workers from 1999 to 2001. Tie Xi dis- 
trict is one of the oldest and most enormous industrial cen- 
ters in China. It was built in 1934 during the Japanese oc- 
cupation to produce weaponry. When the People’s Re- 
public of China was established in 1949, it was converted 
to become a backbone of China’s industry. However, the 
state-owned enterprises in this area have been losing their 
edge in the market-oriented economic system. The film 
shows how the workers struggle for survival in this situa- 
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tion. It can be used as a teaching supplement for courses 
related to contemporary China. 


“Eight model plays”

The “eight model plays” of 
China staged during the Cul- 
tural Revolution period are 
important first-hand materials 
for researching Chinese Cul- 
tural Revolution (1966-1976). 
Directed by Jiang Qing, the 
wife of Mao Zedong, they 
were the only plays officially allowed to be performed in 
China during the time to promote communist ideology. In 


™ terms of genre, these plays attempted to combine ele- 


ments and techniques in traditional Peking opera and 
western drama. The VCD version of the plays is instru- 
mental for the studies of performance art, history and 
culture during the Cultural Revolution period.

Publication & Research 


Our library’s China specialist, George Zhao, has re- 
cently co-authored with Professor Richard Guisso of the 
Department of East Asian Studies to write an article 
entitled “Female Anxiety and Female Power: the Politi- 
cal Interventions by Mongol Empresses During the 13" 
and 14" Centuries in China.” It will be published in His- 
tory and Society in Central and Inner Asia, Toronto 
Studies in Central and Inner Asia Series, No. 7, 2005. 
This article examines the particular case of political in- 
terventions by Mongol empresses and dowager- 
empresses during the thirteenth and fourteenth centu- 
ries. It demonstrates that female power was legitimate 
and recognized in the Mongol political system, and that 
women often competed with men successfully in the 
highest echelons of the state. It might seem that they 
struggled only to advance their sons, but in fact many of 
them enjoyed their own power and struggled success- 
fully to maintain it. 


George is currently working on another research project 
on the Korean tribute women in the Mongol Yuan court. 
The research focuses on one powerful Korean woman, 
Lady Qi, who eventually became the empress of the 
last Yuan emperor and has been blamed for her role in 
the demise of the Mongol Empire. George attempts to 
argue that, contrary to the general criticism from Confu- 
cian historians on the Empress political involvement, 
Lady Qi possessed a genuine loyalty to the preserva- 
tion of the Mongol Empire.
